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PREFACE. 



To the Members of the Cleveland Bay Horse 
Society of Great Britain and Ireland.

Gentlemen, 

The Second Volume of the Stud Book contains 
the pedigrees of a few Stallions omitted from the Eetrospective 
Volume; 96 Stallions foaled between 1880 and 1885, and 
120 Mares and their produce ; as well as a few additions to 
and corrections of some of the pedigrees contained in the 
Eetrospective Volume. 

The arrangement of these pedigrees calls for no remark, 
but the Foundation Stock Book needs a word of explanation. 
It was well known that there were in the country several 
good old mares whose pedigrees had been lost or were not 
sufficiently known to allow of their admission into the Stud 
Book. The Council foreseeing that some hardship might 
arise from this cause, determined at one of its earliest 
meetings to open a Foundation Stock Book for such mares, 
as, in the opinion of Judges to be selected by the Council, 
possess the characteristics of the Cleveland Bay Breed. It 
was also decided that this Book should remain open imtil the 
end of 1886, and after that date it should be finally closed. 
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The Council regrets that so few breeders have availed them- 
selves of this privilege. Only some seven mares are entered, 
and yet there are several which are ehgible, and it seems a 
pity that their owners should be so lost to their own interests 
as to neglect entering them in the Poimdation Stock Book, 
thereby giving them a status they cannot otherwise obtain. 

It is also to be regretted that more mares are not 
entered in the Stud Book. The Eegistration fees were put 
at a low figure, as well as the Annual Subscription, so as 
to bring the benefits of the Society within the reach of 
every breeder, and it is to be hoped in the future that 
more breeders will avail themselves of these opportunities 
and not neglect to register their mares. Stallions are 
readily registered, but a glance through their pedigrees 
wiU convince any one of the number of mares, dams of 
valuable animals, left out in the cold. Breeders should reflect 
that in the event of these mares breeding filHes, there will be 
a great difficulty in registering their produce in the third 
generation. Indeed, it will be well nigh impossible, and this 
means a serious depreciation in the value of any stock required 
for breeding purposes. 

A word may be said respecting the few Historical notes 
about mares which form the Introduction to this Volume. 
These are necessarily incomplete, but care has been taken 
to obtain the most reliable and accurate information 
possible concerning those mares from which the best stock 
has descended. This information has been obtained entirely 
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from the owners and breeders of the animals. In cases where 
memory has been often to be entirely relied on, many omissions 
as a matter of course must occur, the exact dates being 
frequently wanting, but what information is given, however 
scanty it may be in detail, may be relied upon as being 
substantially correct. 

I am much indebted to those gentlemen who have taken 
the trouble to furnish me with the details necessary for my 
making the additions and corrections to Volume I, which form 
the first part of this Book, and more especially to Mr. John 
Daniel, of York, and Mr. James Brigham, of Slingsby, both 
of whom have spared no pains to obtain notes respecting the 
horses they have known. The owners of the mares, which 
may well be termed historical, have also kindly placed at my 
disposal every item of interest respecting them of which they 
were possessed ; and Mr. Peart, especially, has been at great 
trouble to furnish me with records of other animals, as well 
as of his own celebrated mare Darling. 

The report of the Council which was read at the General 
Annual Meeting, at Guisborough, on January 27th, requires 
no comment. The progress which has been made during 
the year must be eminently satisfactory to the Members 
of the Society, and it is only necessary for me to add here 
that since that date several additions have been made to the 
life members and annual members of the Society. 

With the pubhcation of the Second Volume of the Stud 
Book the Society may be said to be fairly launched on its 
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career of usefulness, and the Editing Committee and Council 
entertain no doubt that, if the Members of the Society go on 
working for its best interests as they have done, the Cleveland 
Bay breed will soon recover the ground it lost a few years ago, 
and will become more and more a source of profit to the 
Breeders and Agriculturists of the country. The Editing 
Committee desire, however, to impress on the Members of the 
Society the great importance of registering their stock at once, 
and on owners of mares the desirability of not breeding from 
haK-bred Stallions. 

In conclusion, I would allude again to the confusion 
which the use of the same name for sires so frequently entails, 
and to impress upon breeders and owners that much un- 
necessary trouble is caused by the constantly recurring names 
of Volunteer, Eoseberry, Cleveland, and their variations. I 
trust in the next volume these historical names will occur 
less frequently than in the present one, and that owners will 
take a new departure in nomenclature. 

Sincerely hoping that the Society may grow during the 
present year as it has done in the past,

/NNUAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 



The Council, in presenting its Annual Eeport to the 
General Meeting, begs to congratulate the members on the 
steady progress which the Society has made during the year. 

On the Sixteenth of January last a preliminary Meeting 
was held at the Black Lion Hotel, Stockton-on-Tees, Mr. 
Thomas Pabrington presiding, when a resolution was passed — 
** That it was desirable to form a Society having for its 
object the maintenance of Cleveland Bays as a distinct race, 
such society to be called * The Cleveland Bay Horse Society 
of Great Britain and Ireland,' " and a committee was ap« 
pointed to draw up Bye Laws and form a Constitution for 
the Society. 

On the Twentieth of February a second meeting was held 
at Stockton, when the report of the Provisional Committee 
was received and adopted, the Bye Laws as drawn up by 
them were adopted as the rules of the Society, and the first 
Council was elected. The Society may be said to have 
commenced its existence on that day, and there are now 
one hundred members enrolled on its books.* 

* Since this date (January 27th), seventeen new members have joined 
the Society. 



CLEVELAND BAY STUD BOOK. 

The Council regrets to Announce that death has removed 
from the list of Life Governors Admiral Chaloner, C.B., 
since the last General Meeting of the Society. Admiral 
Chaloner was one of the earhest supporters of the Society, 
and took a warm interest in its formation, and the Council 
feel that in him it has lost one whose wise counsel and 
kindly interest would have been invaluable. 

Financially the Society is in a satisfactory condition. 
The Balance Sheet shows that the liabilities amount to 
£87. 18s. 8d., whilst the assets are estimated at £315. 5s. O^d., 
leaving a balance of £227. 6s. 9^. in favour of the Society. 
In estimating the assets, the printed copies of the bye laws 
and entry forms are valued at a trifle below the actual cost ; 
the bound volumes of the Stud Book at about the actual 
cost ; and the property of the Society in charge of the 
Proprietors of the " Norwich Mercury," at the amount for 
which it is insured. The total amount of cash received from 
all sources during the past year is £244. 12s. lOd., and the 
total expenditure amounts to £181. 10s. 8^d., leaving a 
cash balance in favour of the Society amounting to £118. 
2s. 6id. Several gentlemen have promised to become 
members in the ensuing year, and there remains due to 
the Society £44. 8s. 6d. So that when all liabilities are 
discharged the Society will commence the year in a favour- 
able position. 

On the 1st of April an Entire Horse Show was held at 
Guisborough, and a prize of £25 was given for the best 
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Stallion, cpnditionally on his travelling the district of Cleve- 
land at a fee of not more than two guineas. The prize 
was awarded to Mr. Kobert Dennis* Prince George, and, 
the conditions being complied with, was paid to his owner 
at the end of the season. Mr. James Hindson's Sportsman 
was the reserve number, and very highly commended, and 
Mr. Smith's Blooming Heather was commended. The 
Council regrets that this promising colt has left the country, 
but is glad to be able to say that there is a chance of some 
of his stock being seen in England during the present year. 

The Society has also given prizes of £5 each at the 
Cleveland, Eyedale and Pickering, and Whitby Agricultural 
Societies' Shows. The prize at the Cleveland Show was 
given to Yearling Filhes, and was won by Mr. Thomas 
Petch's filly by Fidius Dius 107, dam Fanny by Bamaby 
18 ; Mr. A. E. Pease obtaining the second prize from three 
other competitors. 

At Helmsley and Whitby Shows the prizes were given to 
Brood Mares. At Helmsley there was a large entry, but 
several of the competitors could scarcely be called Cleveland 
Bays. The prize was won by Mr. E. Coverdale's May 
by Duke of Cleveland 97, Mr. Christopher Wood's Blossom 
by Sportsman 297, gaining the second prize of £2 given 
by the Eyedale and Pickering Society. 

The class of Mares at Whitby was an excellent one. There 
were seven competitors, the first prize being awarded to Mr. 
G. Codling's Blossom by Fidius Dius 107, and the second

to Mr. John Welford*s Madam by Fidius Dius 107. Both 
these mares are descended from Bamaby 18 on the dam's 
side. Mr. A. E. Pease's PoHcy by Bay Splendour 33 was 
highly commended. The prizes given at these Shows were 
for animals the property of residents within the districts of 
the respective Societies. 

In November the Ketrospective Volume of the Stud Book 
was pubhshed, and it has so far met with a good sale which 
is likely to be increased in the spring. 

The Council is also glad to report that the Secretary has 
akeady received several entries for Volume II. of the Stud 
Book. 

In conclusion the Council desires to impress upon the 
members of the Society the great benefit to be derived from 
their individual action in bringing the Society and its objects 
before their friends with a view of inducing them to become 
members, and enter their stock in the Stud Book.

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A FEW CLEVELA.ND MAEES. 

In the Historical Sketch of the Cleveland Bay Horse 
prefixed to the Eetrospective Volume of the Stud Book 
mention was made of the two celebrated mares, Wonderful 
Lass and Sunflower, and a short account of their career was 
given. It has occurred to me that a history of some of the 
more celebrated mares of byegone days may prove of interest 
to breeders, and perhaps be also of some use to them in 
following their interesting but difficult calling. 

Mr. John Smith has kindly furnished me with a few 
more particulars about Wonderful Lass. 



WONDERFUL LASS AND HER DAM. 

The dam of Wonderful Lass was bought by Mr. Smith at a 
sale at Long Newton when three and a half years old, for £11. 
Mr. Smith did not breed off her for some time, and she had only 
had one foal, Wonderful Lass, when a gentleman named 
Bigg took a fancy to her as he saw her at work in a plough, 
and ultimately purchased her for £50. Mr. Biggs' estabhsh- 
ment was broken up shortly afterwards, and the mare sold. 
In the meantime Wonderful Lass had commenced her 
successful career in the Show yard, and Mr. Smith was 
naturally anxious to buy her back again. His anxiety was 
shared by the late Mr. Thomas Garbutt of Yarm, an 
enthusiastic admirer of horses, and Mr. Smith spent a week 
at Newcastle endeavouring to trace her. Often he thought 
himseK about to succeed and as often was he disappointed, 
and he was at last reluctantly obhged to return home with 
the meagre information that she had been sold to a Leeds 
dealer as the sole reward of his patience. Some two or three 
years afterwards Mr. Smith was talking of the mare at Yarm 
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Show, when his description of her was recognised by a Leeds 
man present, and he learnt that she had run away in a 
gentleman's carriage, aid been sold for the proverbial ** old 
song." Here all trace of her was unfortunately lost, Mr. 
Smith's efforts to follow up the clue were unavailing, and 
nothing more was heard of the mare, who as the dam of so 
famous an animal as Wonderful Lass is entitled to passing 
notice. 

It is a source of regret that she has left only one 
daughter as her issue, but Mr. Smith's efforts to recover her 
show him to have been aware of the fact — one which cannot 
be too frequently or too strongly impressed — that a good 
brood mare is invaluable, and should never be parted with. 
To the prizes won by Wonderful Lass may be added a ten 
guinea cup at Wynyard, given by the Marquis of Londonderry, 
and confined to horses the property of his tenants. 

JOLLY. 

Mr. Thomas Peart' s Darhng may be well termed a 
bye-gone celebrity, and of no mare perhaps is so much known 
as there is of her. 

Jolly, her dam, was by Admiral 3 ; dam by Bamaby 
15, and was foaled in 1839. She bred Mr. Peart 14 foals, 
some of them to thoroughbred horses. Only one staUion was 
kept from her. This was by Illustrious Stranger 156, by 
Candidate 43 ; dam by Admiral 2 ; and was sold to Mr. 
Shaw, of York, when a yearling. 

This gentleman had the contract for supplying the Indian 
Government with staUions, and India was the ultimate 
destination of the colt.* 

* Mr. Shaw was the owner of Golden Hero 126, and Governor 
134, which horses he lent to Henry Halton, of Barugh, near 
Slingsby. He also frequently lent Halton other horses. They were 
returned at the end of the season, and were shipped to India at 
iibxee or four years old. Mr. Shaw principally exported half-

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Her daughters, Damsel and Darling, however, were 
amply sufficient to make her name as a brood mare famous ; 
and it is only necessary to add that she never had an oppor- 
tunity of gaining Show yard honours. 

DAMSEL. 

Damsel, by Master George, was rather dark in colour, 
like her dam. She was sold to Mr. Wm. Eobinson, of Hutton 
Kudby, who won several prizes with her, and also bred several 
half-bred horses from her. She is more celebrated, however, 
as the dam of Sunflower ; an account of whose successful 
career appears in the retrospective volume of the Stud Book. 
This famous mare is still ahve, and I am informed on credible 
authority produced a very good foal this year. This at her 
advanced age (she is 23 years old) is an instance of the 
excellent constitution which pure-bred Cleveland Bays 
possess. 

DAELING. 

It is of Damsel's own sister. Darling, however, that most 
is known, and from this mare are descended many of the best 
horses and mares of the present day. In Darling's time 
showing was in its infancy ; two or three Shows at most 
taking place in the neighbourhood every year ; and such a 
thing as taking an animal into a neighbouring county, or to a 
distance to show, was almost unheard of. The competition, 
however, was keen enough at home, and it is indeed a labour 



bred coaching stallions, but occasionally a few Cleveland Bays 
were sent. 

The Druid mentions this contract when speaking of Mr. 
Thomas Jolly's hetd of Warlaby, saying that when Mr. Jolly, 
Sen., went to Hve at Acomb, he, as was natural for a neighbour of 
Mr. Shaw's, cared more for Clevelands than Cattle. I have not 
come across any record of Cleveland Bays bred by Mr. Jolly, and 
probably the horses to which The Druid alludes would be 
Howdenshire coach horses. In one of his Books he speaks of 
the two breeds as if they were identical.

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of love with Mr. Peart to relate the doughty deeds of 

* t'auld meear ' in the Show ring. It is a pity that he has not 
kept a strict record of the prizes won, but he has been able 
to give me a goodly Hst, sufficient to have given her a high 
Show yard reputation, even if she had won no more. 

She was not shown as a foal, but as a yearling was 
second in a good class at the Cleveland Show. She won as a 
two-year old, and, notwithstanding the fact that she had a 
foal at foot, was second in the class for three-year old fiUies 
also at the Cleveland Show. The following year she was 
shown at the Cleveland Show at Middlesbro', and was not 

* pulled out,' the only time in her hfe she occupied this 
unenviable position. The next year at Guisborough she won 
after a hard tussle, beating nineteen others, amongst them 
some celebrated winners. As a six-year old she was successful 
at Stokesley as well as at Yarm ; and next year she took the 
second prize for Cleveland Bay Brood Mares, and the first 
prize for Coaching Brood Mares at Stokesley. Mr. Peart also 
tells of her winning a double first for Coaching Mares and 
Cleveland Mares at Hutton Kudby in either that or the 
preceding year. From this time she was first or second every 
time she was shown, and doubtless, had a hst of the prizes 
she had won been kept, she would have made up a handsome 
total. When her son. Lord of the Manor, was sold, at three 
years old, in 1857, it was stated that Darling and Damsel, 
and their produce, and the produce of their mother, Jolly, 
had won upwards of £100 in prizes, a highly creditable 
performance when the then scarcity of Shows and small- 
ness of prizes is taken into consideration. 

But successful as she may have been in the Show yard 
it is at the Stud that she made herself especially famous. She 
was put to Cleveland Lad 69 when two years old, but not 
proving in foal to him was also served by Perion. To him 
she had a colt foal, which was sold as a yearling to Mr. 
Kobinson, of Hutton Eudby, and eventually went to a London 
dealer for a very long figure.

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Master Thomas was the first Stallion she bred. He was 
by Cleveland Lad 69, and was sold as a foal to Mr. Eobinson, 
who disposed of him to Mr. Olde to go to Belgium when three 
years old, at the respectable figure of £100. 

Lord of the Manor 566 was the 'next StaUion bred by 
her, and Mr. Eobinson also purchased him when a youngster 
for £100, and sold him for £200 when three years old, to the 
late Mr. George Holmes, of Beverley. He was very handsome 
and full of quality, and Mr. Holmes considered him one of 
the best he ever bought. When a yearling he and a filly by 
Wonderful Lad, from Jolly, were first and second in the class 
for Cleveland Bays at Hutton Kudby, and occupied the same 
position in the Coaching Class the same day. This somewhat 
remarkable feat they repeated at the Cleveland Show at 
Guisbrough the same year. 

BrilHant 669 was her next Stallion. He was by 
Wonderful Lad 861, and was foaled in 1860. When one and 
a half years old he was bought by the late Admiral Chaloner 
for Earl Fitzwilliam for £100. He stood at Coolattin, in 
Lreland, for some time, but except two mares, now the 
property of Mr. Lowther, has left no progeny worthy of 
record. Perhaps this may be attributed to the fact that he 
only had a moderate class of mares as a rule, and also that no 
record appears to have been kept of the few good mares which 
were undoubtedly sent to him. 

BrilHant 42 was foaled the following year, and was by 
Yatton Lad 364. When young he unfortunately, or perhaps I 
should say fortunately, displaced a hip joint, and so his 
services were retained for his native country. Amongst his 
sons, Sportsman 299 alone remains in the country, but many 
of his daughters became famous, notably Mr. Sayer's Darling, 
of which mention will be made further on. Several good 
horses and mares of the present day trace their descent from 
Darling through him. 

Captain Cook 44 by Wonderful Lad was foaled in 1864. 
He was very successful in the Show ring, winning every time

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he was shown, and was sold at weaning time for £26 to Mr. 
Wm. Grayson, of Pickering, who sold him to go abroad after 
using him a season or two. 

Eoseberry 204 the last staUion she bred, was bred by 
Mr. James Peirson, of Airyholme, who purchased Darling of 
Mr. Peart when he left his farm. He was foaled in 1867, and 
is principally to be remembered as the sire of Fidius Dius 107, 
whose mares have been so successful in the Show ring. He 
was eventually sold to Captain Jordan to go to America. 

Duchess of Cleveland, the only pure-bred daughter of 
Darling of which any record remains, was foaled in 1862. 
She won two first and one second prize as a yearling, and was 
sold to Mr. Thomas Darrell, of Spikers Hill, in whose pos- 
session she still remains, or did until lately. She is the dam 
of Duke of Cleveland 97 and Eoseberry 580 and the grand- 
dam of Duke of Eyedale 98. 

Darling bred other nine foals, several of them to 
thoroughbred horses ; and it may be of interest to trace the 
career of one of them, especially as so much is now talked 
and written about the breeding of hunters. 

This was a filly by Perion, by Whisker out of Darioletta. 
She was shown in a mixed class of colt and filly foals at 
Stokesley, and won, beating seven colts. She was then sold 
to Mr. Dale, of Marton, for £15, and he disposed of her to 
Mr. H. W. Thomas, of Pinchinthorpe House, for £60, when 
three years old. She had been stinted to Newport at three 
years old, but seemed so hght in the middle that she was 
deemed not to be in foal. She was consequently ridden 
hunting all the season, but appearances notwithstanding, in 
due time she dropped a fine filly foal. This foal Mr. Thomas 
sold to his brother-in-law, Mr. Wilson, of Barnaby Side, who 
rode her with the Cleveland Hounds a season or two. He then 
showed her at Eedcar, where she was successful in the open 
class, beating several good horses, and she was purchased at 
the Show for £100 by Mr. Harvey, of Newcastle, the well- 
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known and popular master of the Durham County Hounds, 
who rode her several seasons. 



BRISK. 

Brisk by Bayloek 80 was the property of Mr. John 
Sayer, of Anngrove Farm, near Great Ayton. She was fairly 
successful in the Show yard till two years old, after which 
she did not do much. Her principal descendants are a colt 
by Master Thomas, which was kept for a staUion and sold to 
go abroad, and Darling. 

DARLING. 

Darling was a very late foal, and made her first ap- 
pearance in the Show yard at Stokesley. Here she met a 
very large class, and the judges had a tough job to separate 
them. They had to call in the services of a third man, and 
the late Mr. John Outhwaite, of Bainesse, ultimately awarded 
the prize to DarHng, to the manifest delight of the late Mr. 
Richardson, of Langbarugh Hall, she being a granddaughter 
of his horse Yatton Lad, a highly bred but not very first-rate 
animal. From 1865 to 1882 Darling was a frequent prize 
winner, and at one time may almost have been said to farm 
the prize at the Stokesley Agricultural Society's Show. 

Her principal descendants are Navigator, by Captain 
Cook 45, purchased for Mr. G. E. Brown by Mr. Lett; 
Admiral by Fidius Dius, sold to Captain Jordan ; and Mettle, 
by BriUiant. Mettle, like her mother, made her debut at 
Stokesley as a foal, and obtained second honours in a large 
class. The winner was sold for the respectable figure of £40, 
and Mr. Thomas Fetch became the owner of Mettle, the price 
being £80. Since then Mettle has been many times a winner, ' 
over twenty first prizes having fallen to her share. 

Darling unfortunately died some three weeks ago (May 
27th) in foal to Fidius Dius. 
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DEPPEE. 



As the ancestress of a line of celebrated prize winners 
Mr. John Welford's Depper should not be unnoticed. She 
was bred by Mr. John Wood, of Skelton Green, and sold by 
him to Mr. Heslop, of Norton. Pro^»ing too Hght for the 
brewer's waggon, Mr. Heslop exchanged her for a heavier 
horse with Mr. Welford's father, and she proved a valuable 
acquisition to his stud. In the Show yard she did com- 
paratively little. Indeed, she was fifteen years old before she 
was ever shown, but on the six occasions on which she was 
exhibited she won three first and three second prizes. Besides 
the produce attached to her name m the Stud Book she bred 
eleven other foals, most of which found ready buyers in the 
London dealers. She was the dam of Trimmer (Conqueror's 
(80) dam) which Mr. Welford considers the best Mare he ever 
possessed, and from her are descended many excellent mares, 
amongst them being Madam, a daughter of Fidius Dius, a 
prize taker at several Shows last year and the year previous. 

Depper is also the dam of Newton, and was twenty-four 
years old when she dropped him ; another instance of the 
hardihood of constitution possessed by Cleveland Bays, and of 
that longevity which old breeders say they possess in a 
remarkable degree. 

Trimmer was very successful as a prize winner until an 
accident, which permanently disfigured her, unfortunately put 
an end to her career in the Show yard. 

STAK. 

Mr. Hindson's Star by Grand Turk 138, dam by Bay 
Thornton 85, has been a winner of several prizes at local 
Shows, as well as making her mark at some of the larger 
Shows which are held in the neighbourhood. At Loftus she 
was second in the Brood Mare class two years in succession, 
and won the following one, but Mr. Hindson has been unable 
to give me the exact dates. At Whitby, when a foal, she took 
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the second prize (1862) — the winner being by Hippolytus ; a 
thoroughbred horse. She was also second at Castleton as a 
foal. As a two-year old she was second at Castleton and 
Whitby. In 1871 she won in her class at Hinderwell, and 
also won a special prize for the best iBrood Mare on the ground, 
beating Jno. Porritt's mare (the dam of Fidius Dius), 
Wonderful Lady, and other celebrated mares. 

This performance stamped her of the first-class, and 
indeed her successes at Hinderwell are unique.

This list of prizes was furnished by Mr. Laverick, the 
Secretary of the Hinderwell Agricultural Society, and Mr. 
Hindson thinks he has omitted a silver cup from the number. 
The mare won three silver cups at Hinderwell, only two of 
which are mentioned in this list. 

As a brood mare Star will be remembered as the dam of 
Sportsman 299. 

ME. STAINTHOEPE'S STAE. 

This mare, celebrated as the dam of Wonderful Lady, 
was foaled in 1861. She was by Grand Turk 138 ; dam by

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Bay Thornton 85. She was little more than 16 hands high 
and was rather dark in colour but quite clear of white, and 
was a finely modelled mare. She had a good head and neck 
and fine shoulders, good loins and quarters, and plenty of 
good flat bone. She was a good breeder, but unfortunately 
had only one foal to a Cleveland horse. Wonderful Lady. 
She was very successful in the Show ring, having won 
upwards of thirty first prizes at the local Shows at Castleton, 
Loftus, BKnderwell, and Whitby, and the Cleveland Agri- 
cultural Society's Shows. At Whitby, on one occasion, she 
beat Mr. Eobinson Watson's Sunflower. 



WONDEEPUL LADY. 

Wonderful Lady was by Wonderful 859, and had a 
remarkable career during the seven years of her life which 
she spent in her native country. She was a good bay, 
16 hands 2 inches in height and stood on good short legs, 
and, like her mother, was the model of a good horse. She 
had a largish head, but she carried it well. Her neck, 
shoulders, and chest were first-rate, forearm, quarters, and 
loins were good, and she was a capital mover. She was 
a late foal (she was foaled May 18th, 1870), and consequently 
had to put up with a H. C. card at the first two places at 
which she was exhibited. She made up for this by winning 
the first prize at the Cleveland Show at Guisborough, and 
two first prizes at Hinderwell. As a yearling she was shown 
four times, and won two first prizes and two second prizes. 
As a two-year old six first prizes at Loftus, Darlington, 
Eedcar (C.A.S.), Castleton, Whitby, and Northallerton, 
and a second prize at Stokesley, are the record. At Stokesley 
she was beaten in a coaching class by a half-bred filly by 
Bass Eock, and perhaps her defeat may be accounted for by 
the fact that the coaching judges were pressed for time, and 
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the hunting judges had to judge some classes for them. 
This, at any rate, is the owner's impression. In 1878 she 
was shown nine times, winning seven first prizes and two 
seconds. At Hinderwell this year she won three first prizes 
in one day, viz., for Cleveland Bay Brood Mares (district 
prize), for the best Brood Mare of any breed (district prize), 
and for best Cleveland Bay Mare (open class), a highly 
meritorious performance for a three-year-old. At Whitby 
she was first for three-year old fiUies, and second to Sun- 
flower in the class for brood mares. 

In 1874 she was victorious eight times, and took one 
second prize out of ten exhibits, but was somehow entirely 
overlooked at Castleton. 

In 1876 she was shown seven times, being first on five 
occasions and put out twice. This was rather, a disappoint- 
ment to her owner, who, however, considered that it was 
due to the mare having been very hard worked consequent 
on his changing farms, and being on that account low in 
condition. She, however, beat the best class she had hitherto 
met when she won at Whitby. 

In 1876 she was very successful. South Stockton (C. A. S.) 
opened the ball, and here she took first prize, and followed 
up her success by winning at Darlington next day. At 
Whitby she won both for Coaching and Cleveland. A first 
at Hinderwell and two firsts at Castleton followed, and then 
she was second at Leybum to a mare beloi;iging to Mr. 
Martin Eobinson. She finished the season by taking first 
prizes at Stokesley and Northallerton. 

In 1877 she appeared in the Show yard seven times, 
winning six first prizes and one second. At Darlington she was 
second to Mr. John Kirby's celebrated Coaching mare Flora, 
in a Coaching class, eleven good mares being behind her. 
At Whitby she won two first prizes, viz., for Cleveland Bays 
and Coaching mares, and was there sold to Mr. John Kirby, 
of Burton Fields, for 120 guineas. As she had a few 
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engagements she was not delivered for a fortnight. She 
made good use of her time as she won Mr. Stainthope £88 
in money and cups between the day she was sold and 
the day she was deHvered. Mr. Kirby showed her at the 
Cleveland Show at Saltbum in 1878, where she won, and 
the next day at Darlington she won for him the first prize 
for Coaching mares. 

Her record tabulated shows her to have had an extra- 
ordinarily successful career.
